Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments see Amendment, filed 27 April 2005, with respect to the 
reje£tion(s)of claim(s) 1-25 under 35 USC §112, 2 nd paragraph and 35 USC § 102(b) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, 
upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Stalker (2,933,238). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3,5,7,8,1 1,13,14,16,18-20,22,24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Stalker (2,933,238). Stalker discloses a flow machine 10 including: at least 
one rotor row 50/52/54/56 and a plurality of stator rows 30-32 each having external surfaces 
positioned in a fluid flow, at least one blade thereof which is positioned on throat-confining 
surfaces including both a device 28/86 for fluid removal from the fluid flow in an area of the 
external surface of the blade and a device 26/87 for fluid supply into the fluid flow in an area of 
the external surface of the blade, at least one free flow line 88/21 associated with the device for 
the fluid supply for supply for returning the removed fluid to an upstream position in the fluid 
flow, and at least one further free flow line 89/23 with the device for fluid supply for supplying 
the fluid for a further downstream position in the fluid flow. Stalker further discloses a discharge 
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chamber positioned at the inlet of the fluid flow removal line and a supply chamber positioned at 
the inlet of the fluid flow supply line 

CONCLSUION

Claims 4,6,9,10,12,15,17,21 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
